Sadat firm on demands Vandenberg 


CAIRO, Egypt (U P I) — President 
Anwar Sadat said today he would not 
budge from his demands for a Palesti­ 
nian state and total Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab land despite their 
rejection bv Israel at a Christmas sum­ 
mit meeting 
The 
government-controlled Middle 
East News Agency said a top U.S. envoy, 
U n d e rs e c re ta ry of State A lfred 
Atherton, had voiced understanding of 
Sadat's position 
"W e are proceeding along our road 
with firm steps," Sadat said in an ad­ 
dress prepared for delivery at a banquet 
for visiting West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt 
"W e are prepared for every situation 
until the legitimate Arab demand of 
Israeli withdrawal from all occupied 
Arab lands and the rights of the Palesti­ 
nian people, including their right to es­ 
tablish their own state ... are realized,” 
Sadat’s address said 


Sadat repeated remarks made im­ 
mediately after the 26-hour summit visit 
of Begin — the first by an Israeli leader 
to an Arab state — that he was un­ 
deterred by differences on key issues and 
was confident his peace moves would 
bear fruit. 
"The fact that I made my initiative 
and that we continue to march along its 
course was. and still is. based on faith 
that it will yield positive and decisive 
results,” Sadat said. 
Esmat Abdel Meguid, chief Egyptian 
negotiator at Cairo peace talks with 
Israel, elaborated in a statement 
earlier: “ The Egyptian position (since 
the summit with Israeli prime Minister 
Menahem Begin) has not and will not 
change 
"The Egyptian position, which Sadat 
stressed at the Ismailia 
(summit) 
talks 
is based on total withdrawal and 
the legitimate rights of the Palestinians, 
including their right to set up an indepen­ 


dent state.” he told the official Middle 
East News Agency. 
The agency quoted ch ief U .S. 
negotiator Alfred Atherton as saying 
Washington "understands Egypt’s posi­ 
tion well and will do its utmost to help in 
the realization of a just peace.” 
The reported Atherton statement 
followed calls by Meguid Monday for 
greater U.S. involvement, presumably to 
press for Israeli concessions. 
The Cairo conference recessed late 
Monday and was due to reconvene to 
hear reports as early as January from 
two joint ministerial committees set up 
at the Sadat-Begin summit The commit­ 
tees were to try to bridge the summit 
discord. 
Egyptian officials said Sadat refused 
to announce an Israeli offer of virtually 
total withdrawal from occupied Sinai 
because he felt the Begin proposal 
sidestepped the wider issues of pullbacks 
from all occupied territories and estab­ 


lishment of a Palestinian state. 
The officials said President Anwar 
Sadat did not want to show agreement 
with Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin on Sinai because it would appear 
as if Israel and Egypt made a bilateral 
settlement and ignored the Palestinians. 
But the two leaders agreed to keep on 
talking. 
Sadat must have something to show to 
the Arabs, particularly Jordan and 
Syria, that he was able to win conces­ 
sions from Israel regarding the occupied 
West Bank of Jordan and the Gaza Strip, 
the officials said. Egypt wants a Palesti­ 
nian state in those areas. 
In Damascus. Syria said the Christmas 
summit with Begin was a “ total failure” 
and called on Sadat to step down from 
power. 
The government-controlled Damascus 
daily Tishrin said, "Begin did not make 
any concessions to Sadat that ap­ 
proached Sadat’s visit to Israel ’’ 


deaths probe

Col Ed Battle has been appointed to 
head the investigation into the deaths of 
Base Commander Col. Joseph G. Turner 
Jr.. Base Fire Chief Billy Bell and Assis­ 
tant Base Fire Chief Eugene G. Cooper. 
Turner. 48, and the two civilian fire of­ 
ficials, both 44, perished in the 10,000- 
acre brushfire which ravaged the base 
Dec 20 


Another civilian firefighter, Clarence 
McCauley, 54, was critically burned in 
the blaze 
The three civilians were 
members of the base Civil Engineering 
Squadron. 


McCauley, a bulldozer operator, today 
is listed in serious and guarded condition 
at a special military bum center in 
Texas, according to a base spokesman. 
After suffering second and third 
degree burns over 50 percent of his body, 
McCauley was flown to Brook Army 
Medical Center in San Antonio, Texas, 
where he has undergone a series of skin- 
graft operations 
“ His condition is now stable and he 
seems to be managing the extensive 
damage to his skin, muscles and lungs 
very well,” said Vandenberg public in­ 
formation officer Maj. Richard Kline. 
"H e is still on a respirator — which is 
normal to keep his lungs clear — but the 
skin grafts seem to be taking. His body is 
cleansing and clearing materials caused 
by the extensive heat.” 
Kline added that Dr. William J 
Lawson, base hospital commander, said 
McCauley’s chances for recovery were 
"good ” 
Battle, director of test and evaluation 
for the 1st Strategic Aerospace Division, 
was appointed to head the investigation 
into the three deaths by Division Com­ 
mander Maj. Gen David L Gray. 
"An official investigation is required 
by Air Force regulations when death or 
serious injury results from a serious in­ 
cident or accident,” said an Air Force 


statement issued today. "Also, for 
allocation of Veterans Administration 
benefits, an investigation is required. 
But. most of all, the investigation has 
been initiated so that the facts may be 
known ” 
Details surrounding the deaths are still 
sketchy. The victims burned to death 
early last Tuesday about a half mile 
behind Space Launch Complex 5 while 
apparently on a reconnaisance run. The 
fatal scene is accessible by only one road 
which was possibly blocked by the 
erratic flames 
The three men, who rode in together in 
Bell’s pickup, were found by security 
police outside the vehicle. The fire had 
melted lights and other plastic parts on 
the truck. 
Two Santa Barbara County Fire of­ 
ficials plus two other unidentified men, 
however, drove into the same rugged, 
overgrown area, wer-e also trapped by 
the inferno, but escaped unharmed by 
waiting out the rapid moving flames in 
Battalion Chief Don Perry’s sedan. A 
tired was burned and the plastic 
emergency lights melted on the countv 
car. Smoke separated Bell’s truck and 
Perry's car and the county crew escaped 
on foot The other county fire official 
was Joe Lindeman. county hot shot crew 
leader County officials could not iden­ 
tify the other two men this morning. 
McCauley, the serious burn case, was 
in the same general SLC 5 area as the 
victims when he was also overcome by 
the racing, windswept flames He had 
just unloaded a bulldozer and was begin­ 
ning to slice a firebreak when he was 
caught, according to Kline He apparent­ 
ly escaped death by hovering under or 
near the bulldozer. 
Widows of the three victims have 
asked that, in lieu of flowers, donations 
be made to:

Carter today turned his attention to the 
six-nation trip he embarks on Thursday 
and a nationally broadcast interview on 
the eve of his departure 
Carter, back at the White House from 
a family Christmas celebration at 
hometown Plains. Ga . also was ex­ 
pected to take a final look at the budget 
for fiscal year 1978 going to Congress 
next month 
The spending plan for the period 
starting Oct 
1 was reported to total 
around $500 billion 
The president kept his schedule light to 
work on speeches and news conferences 
planned for his overseas trip, which will 
take him to Poland. Iran, India, Saudi 
Arabia. France and Belgium He is due 


back m Washington Jan. 6 
His more immediate project was 
preparation for the hour-long Wednesday 
night broadcast, starting at 8 p.m. EST. 
in which network correspondents will 
question him 
The White House billed the session as 
"part of the president's effort to stay in 
touch with the American people and to 
submit himself to questioning on his 
views about matters of significance and 
importance to our country.” 
In Plains, the president spent most of 
the six days with friends and members of 
the family, with time out for reports on 
the Ismailia. Egypt, peace talks between 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat.

German official 
Helmut Schmidt 
endorses Sadat 


CAIRO, Egypt (U P I) — Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt arrived in Cairo today 
to demonstrate West Germany’s support 
for the peace initiatives taken by Egyp­ 
tian President Anwar Sadat . 
Schmidt was greeted at the airport by 
Vice President Hosni Mobarak and 
Premier Mamdouh Salem. 
In statements published today, Sadat 
said the visit acquired importance 
because it immediately followed the 
Egptian leader’s Christmas day summit 
meeting with Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 
Schmidt was expected to announce 
while in Cairo that West Germany will 
increase its aid to Egypt from the pre­ 
sent $116 million a year to between $144 
million and $149 million a year. 
The chancellor may also announce an 
increase in the amount of German export 
credits he will guarantee to Egypt 
Schmidt told the Cairo newspaper Al 
Ahram last week that he was making the 
trip "so that all may see our esteem and 
recognition" for Sadat's -initiatve to 
negotiate a peace settlement with Israel. 


Cloudburst

A check for $1 million—half the federal 
aid expected for Lompoc schools—has 
been mailed to the district. Congressman 
Robert J Lagomarsino has announced. 
The check amounts to over half the 
$1 6 million Lompoc district expected to 
receive under Public Law 874, impact 
aid to schools serving large federal in­ 
stallations 
" I t ’s sort of an ‘in lieu of taxes,’ as we 
look at it,” Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan 
said Vandenberg Air Force Base "takes 
a lot of property off the tax rolls,” yet 
children of base personnel fill Lompoc 
schools. 
Milligan said that U S presidents for 
many years have opposed the impact 
aid She said that’s probably because 
they looked at the local situation in 
Washington 
D C . and decided that 
governm ent operations had little 
adverse impact on the schools. " It ’s dif­ 
ferent with a military installation,” she 
said 
Milligan said a nationwide network of 
school districts seeking impact aid has 
evolved, to pressure Congress yearly tor 
the funds. 
“ It's a constant lobbying situation, it 
has been for years,” she said. 
In a press release. Lagomarsino says 
the administration attempted to cut the 
im pact funds, ‘‘but Congress in ­ 
tervened ” 
The release says that next spring, 
when the impact aid payments come up 
again, the administration is expected to 
try to eliminate or cut the funds But 
Lagomarsino "expects Congress to 
override the President once again ” 
"Loss of this aid would be devastating 
to the district and cause an increase in 


the local property tax rate." Lagomar­ 
sino is quoted in the release 
Milligan said the funds from P L 874 
represent about 16 percent of the Lom­ 
poc district budget. 
"Lom poc is one of the largest 
recipients of P L 874 funds in California, 
San Diego being first," she said 
Out of a total budgeted income of 
$17,671.000. $2.082,000 comes from the 
federal government. The district has 
budgeted $1.646.000 in impact aid funds

Atlanta banker, was known as the ad­ 
m in is t r a t io n ’s 
ch ie f 
eco nom ic 
spokesman and liaison with business. 
McIntyre, a lawyer, was appointed 
deputy state revenue commissioner in 
1970 shortly after Carter became gover­ 
nor He was appointed director of plann­ 
ing and budget in 1972 by Carter and 
reappointed by Gov. George Busbee in 
1975 
McIntyre also served as legal counsel 
to Gov 
Carter’s state reorganization 


study in 1971. 
A native of Vidalia, Ga , which like 
Carter’s hometown of Plains is in south 
Georgia. McIntyre got bachelor’s and 
law degrees from the University of 
Georgia 
Lance resigned Sept 21 after a sum­ 
mer of controversy over his and his 
family's writing of $450,000 overdrawn 
checks at the family bank in Calhoun, 
Ga , and his alleged use of the same 
collateral for two multimillion dollar 
loans.

Reynolds said selection of a 
group of consultants to prepare 
EIRs for proposed develop­ 
ments that are controversial 
and/or are seen to have signifi­ 
cant adverse environmental im­ 
pact should save developers 
money and time 
But Smith said he felt com­ 
petition would be reduced and 
the proposals by consultants 
would reflect this. 
The allegation against his 
staff that it is “ no-growth 
oriented" is a “ popular whipp­ 
ing boy charge leveled against 
my office in the past by pro­ 
growth 
interests,” 
Reynolds 
responded He asked Smith to 
state any specific basis he had 
for “ claiming a no-growth bias 
on the part of my staff.” 
The county official termed 
the charge a “ discredited 
chestnut.” and said he was 
"surprised and disappointed” 
Smith was raising such an issue 
“in the context of a serious 
proposal to assist applicants to 
get through the county’s en­ 
vironmental process in a more 
timely, less expensive man­ 
ner." 
Smith also alleged that a 
fellow developer. C rest 
Builders, are now being 
required to have a "full-scale 
environmental report at a cost 
of approximately $8,000” for 
two unit developments con­ 
sisting of 44 lots 
Responding to this, Reynolds, 
said his o ffic e is s t ill 
negotiating with the developer 
and there has been no $8,000 
cost figure arrived at. 
Reynolds closed by assuring 
Smith that “ each of your 
projects will be reviewed in this 
office in an objective man­ 
ner as in the past." He added: 
“ If you cannot accept full dis­ 
closure of environmental ef­ 
fects without labeling the 
process as no-growth oriented, 
I can only refer you to the intent 
of the California Environmen­ 
tal Quality Act (CEQA) which 
requires this office and county 
decision-makers to ensure that 
the long-term protection of the 
environment shall be the 
guiding criterion in public 
decisions "

The helicopter was on its 
usual morning flight to broad- 


cast traffic conditions as the 
morning highway crush began 
when the pilot radioed that he 
was going to try for an 
emergency landing He appar­ 
ently was beginning a turn 
when the helicopter hit the 
building at 7.32 a m 


Part of the bubble cockpit 
sheered off and the aircraft 
plummeted to the ground One 
rotor blade remained sticking 
out of an apartment window, 
eyewitnesses said 


Many of the residents at the 
apartment house at 71-A Station 
St. in West Quincy rushed out­ 
doors in their nightclothes. 


U.S. nuclear arms 
in Europe 'unfair' 


MOSCOW 
( U P I) - The 
Soviet Union has the right to 
question the presence of U.S. 
nuclear weapons in Europe 
because they give the West an 
unfair advantage in the event of 
nuclear war, a Soviet general 
said today 
Gen Rair Simonyan. a doctor 
of military science, said in the 
official Pravda newspaper that 
U S 
nuclear weaponry 
in 
Europe — known as “ advance- 
base nuclear forces” — are 
“ more than enough to raze the 
whole of Western Europe ” 
Simonyan said the inequality 
is clear in a situation where the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union knock out each other’s 
entire arsenal of long-range 
nuclear weapons such as 
ICBMs. sea-based missiles and 
strategic bombers. 
“ As a result, the U S S R 
would be deprived of weapons 
that could reach United States 
territory,” he said 
“ At the 
same tim e (U S 
nuclear 


weapons) 
would be retained 
in 
close proximity to Soviet 
frontiers.” 


The general said the U.S. 
forward bases in Europe should 
come into play in any strategic 
arms limitation negotiations 


‘‘Could one 
solve the 
problem of limiting the arms 
race without taking into consid­ 
eration advance-base nuclear 
facilities?" he said “ Of course 
not ” 
Simonyan said Washington’s 
decision to develop the cruise 
missile was dangerous in itself, 
but was aggravated by U.S. 
plans to ship the missiles to 
Europe “ and to hand them over 
to NATO member countries.” 
Simonyan also criticized U.S. 
development of the neutron 
bomb — which kills people but 
spares buildings — but warned 
“ neither cruise missiles nor 
neutron bombs or other new 
types of weapons can intimi­ 
date the Soviet Union.”

"The function of the C IA ," 
Colby added, ‘‘is to work 
abroad, not to determine the 
content of American media.” 
While this has been “ an un­ 
derstanding" within CIA in the 
past. Colby said, it now should 
be put into a specific regula­

said “ I would particularly hope 
that we would not be so foolish 
as to forbid any relationship 
between American intelligence 
services and the journalists of 
foreign and even h o stile 
powers."

Recently I ’ve been reading and 
hearing about things happening in 
Washington which might be of help 
to us who are already retired But if 
you are getting close to celebrating 
a 65th birthday and are facing the 
“ doomsday" when you might be 
forced to leave your job, keep on 
reading 
New legislation may very well af­ 
fect you more than it does those of 
us who already have received a 
retirement watch, with no need to 
tell the time because we have no 
place to go, or were presented with 
an inscribed desk pen set and have 
no one to write 
The House of 
Representatives already has passed 
and a Senate committee has recom­ 
mended that the mandatory retire­ 
ment age in industry be advanced 
from 65 to 70 A few legislators even 
favor removing his retirement age 
limitation entirely 
That doesn't 
mean everyone wishes to continue 
working after 65. or even after 62 
It's a choice which will be open for 
the next generation of potential 
retirees 
I'm skeptical whether all these 
retirement splurgings in the Captial 
are really because of a seemingly 
sudden splurge of concern for us, the 
aging population 
Or whether the 
proposed legislation is planned to 
get more money into the Social 
Security Fund Because anyone who 
will continue working after 65 won't 
collect all or part of his normal 
social security benefits And, more 
important, he will continue paying 
some of his earnings into the Social 


Security system. Unfortunately, you 
can t eat your cake and still keep all 
or a smail piece of the cake 
First rumblings about a possible 
change in Social Security regula­ 
tions came from a Cabinet officer 
who suggested 67 as the age before 
anyone would be permitted to 
collect from Social Security. 
It 
seemed to me this was nothing more 
than a plot to have us continue work­ 
ing only to have more money com­ 
ing into the rather depleted Social 
Security cash box. which would have 
worked both ways — more money 
coming in and less money being paid 
out 
It s important to remember Social 
Security pension checks are tax- 
free. but the paycheck for a person 
working after 65 is subject to inter­ 
nal revenue income taxing Some 
who are about to retire will want to 
figure out whether it will be advan­ 
tageous. financially, to continue at 
the old job. Or to retire and try to 
live com fortably with Social 
Security benefit checks and returns 
from small investments. 
Or you can plan retiring and take 
another job for less money which 
might keep you under that ceiling of 
$3,000 which limits your outside 
earnings before you lose all or part 
of your Social Security pension 
check 
Some recommendations have 
been made in Congress to raise this 
earnings ceiling to $4,000. $4,500 and 
even to $6,000 But at the time I 
write this I know of no legislation 
passed by Congress and signed by 
the president which spells out how 


much and when we will be permit­ 
ted to earn more money after retire­ 
ment without forfeiting any part of 
our Social Security pension checks. 
Already spokesmen (or should 
this be spokespersons'* i are wailing 
objections to what this all might do 
to the Social Security Fund If the 
earnings ceiling is raised we can 
make more and the Social Security 
fund won’t be much poorer by losing 
the small amount chalked up as 
penalty deductions But this will be 
balanced off by the extra money 
contributed to the fund by people 
who will- be holding onto their old 
jobs for another five years. 
Strong objections also are being 
raised by labor, industry and some 
federal government officials that a 
worker continuing on the job until he 
is 70 will prevent younger people 
from advancing to more responsible 
positions This isn't necessarily so. 
because competent older workers in 
many cases can be moved laterally 
within a company to utilize their 
talent and experience and still per­ 
mit younger people to climb up the 
ladder 
I’ve also heard the argument that 
if you wish to continue working until 
you are 70. you’re going to keep 
someone out of the job market But 
if you do work for another five years 
after 65, you won t be making as 
much of an impact on the employ­ 
ment statistics as those younger 
people who are now moonlighting by 
holding two jobs or in households 
where both husband and wives are 
working full time, even if they real­ 
ly don’t need the money 
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Little Ballard 
school embarks 
on 95th year

The picturesque little red 
Ballard School, the cradle of 
public education in the Santa 
Ynez Valley, is now embarking 
on its 95th consecutive year as a 
place of learning 
T he o n e -tim e, one-room 
school — it is now a two-room 
facility — was completed and 
ready for occupancy Dec. 20, 
1883 
It was the Santa Ynez 
Valley's first public school and 
has been in continuous opera­ 
tion ever since. 
The Ballard School cam e into 
being 23 y ea rs a fte r the 
founding of the town of Ballard, 
the first town in the valley and 
the seventh in Santa Barbara 
County With the town growing 
rapidly in its early years, the 
need for a school became readi­ 
ly apparent and a district was 
formed. 
The district bonded itself for 
$1,000 for the new school — in­ 
cluding the building and fur­ 
nishings. 
The project cost $1,100 and 
George Lewis, the founder of 
Ballard and the school’s first 
clerk of the board of trustees 
donated the extra $100 to cover 
the cost of the building. The 
monetary gift was in addition to 
a half acre of land which he con­ 
tributed to the school, with the 
district buying an additional 
acre from Lewis for the school 
site 
T h e o r ig in a l 
b u ild in g 
measured 24 by 32 feet in size 
The fam iliar bell tower was ad­ 
ded to the structure in about 
1890 and a stage addition to the 
north end of the building cam e 
about 20 years later 
In its earliest years, the 
school, which was painted 
yellow and not the customary 
red as it is today, offered all 
eight grades. In subsequent 
years the grade level has varied 
from the present one through 
six to other combinations rang­ 
ing from one to four, seven and 
eight 
T h e 
f in a l 
g r a d u a tio n 
cerem ony for three eighth 
graders was held June 9, 1966 
Presented 
unique parchment 
diplomas embodying a sketch of 
the 
school 
in red 
in the 
background and inscribed in old 
English lettering by Santa Ynez 
Valley High School Principal 
Manuel J Silva in commence­ 
ment exercises were Dennis 
Broderick. Gregory Duer and 
Dana Merrill 
Broderick joined hts fellow 
graduates to attend Santa Ynez 
Valley High School but later 
left the valley Both Duer and 
Merrill were graduated from 
the valley high school and then 
went on to receive degrees at 
California Polytechnic Univer­ 
sity at San Luis Obispo Prior to 
1966. the last tim e the school 
had graduated eighth graders 
was in 1946 
A large number of alumni of 
B a ll a r d 
S c h o o l 
h a v e 
matriculated at higher places 
of learning, including the U.S. 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
Stanford University, and other 
leading colleges and univer­ 
sities 
Although the school no longer 
offers all eight grades, it has 
been the custom since 1966 to 
present 
"diplomas’’ to those 
’’graduating” from the highest 
grade level offered After leav­ 
ing Ballard, youngsters have a 
choice of attending other area 
elementary schools in Santa 
Ynez. Los Olivos or Solvang 
For many years, the original 
school room served as the only 
class center With an increase 
in enrollment in the early 1960s, 
the stage area was divided from 
the classroom with a portable 
partition and a second teacher 
was added to the faculty 
In the early days, the parents 
of the children supplied the 
books which were numerous in 
the upper grades and which of­ 
fered instruction in physics, 
physiology, botany, bookkeep­ 
ing. word analysis, entomology, 
phvsical 
geography, 
algebra, 
geometry arithm etic, spelling, 
reading and grammar 
Books were expensive and 
money was scarce As a result, 
the books were handed down 


from pupil to pupil. Through the 
years they became dog eared 
and defaced from much handl­ 
ing. 
School in Ballard was first 
held in the granary owned by 
Gfcorge Lewis. In 1881 and 1882 
the school was moved to an 
empty building — the old- 
fashioned. high front vareity — 
which for a short time carried 
the sign "Saloon." The saloon 
business was not profitable and 
the building was moved to a 
more favorable location for use 
as a school 
School in the 1880s was kept in 
session from 9 a m until 4 p.m.. 
with an hour luncheon break at 
noon and 20 minute recesses in 
the morning and afternoon 
According to Miss Jeannette 
Lyons who was born in Ballard 
90 years ago last month and 
who atten d ed the B a lla rd 
School as a child and who later 
taught there, the playground in 
the early years was divided by a 
fence with the girls playing on 
one side of the field and the 
boys on the other 
She also notes that Friday 
was a special day with no after­ 
noon recess and dismissal at 3 
p m The students did their own 
janitorial work, with the girls. 
Miss Lyons said, giving the 
school a thorough sweeping and 
dusting once a week 
Because 
the 
little school 
house was the only public 
building in the valley in early 
days, the school was often used 
for church services, weddings, 
funerals and the meeting place 
of the Good Templar Lodge and 
the Farm er s Alliance. It also 
served as a site for lectures, 
social 
entertainments, 
lively 
debates, singing and Saturday 
night dances 
Faced with the prospect of 
meeting Field Act (earthquake 
standards) 
requirem ents or 
closing the school, voters of the 
Ballard 
District approved a 
$120,000 bond issue July 10, 1973 
to rehabilitate the plant 
The 
bond measure is only one of two 
to win passage in a school dis­ 
trict in Santa Barbara County 
since that tim e 
Los Olivos 
D is t r ic t v o te rs p assed a 
$140,000 bond issue in 1976. 
while others in areas ranging 
from Carpintería to the valley 
have met with one or more 
defeats 


With proceeds from the bond 
issue, a contract was awarded 
to 
vallev 
co n tra cto r 
Paul 
Nielsen to bring the Ballard 
school up to Field Act require­ 
ments TTie school was literally 
rebuilt from the foundation up 
Although physically it resem ­ 
bles the old school of the early 
1900s it is actually a complete­ 
ly new plant 
Plans executed by architect 
Robert Ingle Hoyt of Santa Bar­ 
bara also allowed for the crea­ 
tion of a wing-like addition to 
the north end of the building in 
the former stage area The core 
of school, the main classroom 
remained the same in size — 
about 1.500 square feet, but the 
new addition, which included 
for the first tim e in the history 
of the school indoor restrooms 
for boys and girls, resulted in 
the addition of another 2,000 
square feet of classroom space 
Bond proceeds were also used 
to purchase all new furnishings 
as well as some equipment for 
the school 
Today the Ballard School has 
enrollment of about 40 first 
through sixth graders, with the 
balance of the district’s 130 stu­ 
dents attending upper grades in 
o th e r 
v a lle y 
e le m e n ta ry

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - With a big 
assist from an old ally, the surprising 
Minnesota Vikings are in the N F L ’s final 
round of four of the annual Super Bowl 
derby. 
The weatherman came up with all the 
right ingredients for the supposedly 
decrepit Vikings Monday and they 
responded with a 14-7 upset over the Los 
Angeles Rams. 
That put Bud G rant's bunch of 
venerable veterans into the NFC cham­ 
pionship game at Dallas on New Year’s 
Day where they undoubtedly will be even 
bigger underdogs than they were in the 
rain and mud at Los Angeles. 
‘‘I hope it snows in Dallas,” smiled 
Minnesota Coach Bud Grant, flashing a 
rare smile. 
With quarterback Fran Tarkenton on 
the sidelines with a broken ankle, 32- 
year-old Bob Lee, a nine-year pro from 
University of Pacific, directed the Vik­ 
ings to their fourth win over the Rams in 
four playoff meetings. 
Lee completed only five passes for just 
57 yards but they all came on Min­ 
nesota's first offensive possession as the 
Vikings drove 70 yards in 11 plays for a 7- 
0 lead 
Chuck Foreman capped the 
march with a 5-yard touchdown run at 
917 of the opening quarter. 
Lee tried only five passes after that 
and just three in the second half. All 
were incomplete but the Vikings ground 
out a second touchdown with a 40-yard, 
10-play drive that came on Sammy John­ 
son's 1-yard plunge with 1:01 gone in 
the final quarter 


In the second half, the Vikings con­ 
trolled the ball for 20:33. The Rams had 
it 9:27 
Playing catchup Pat Haden was in­ 
tercepted three times, twice in the final 
quarter. On a first-and-five situation on 
the Minnesota five in the second quarter. 
Haden had a pass picked off by Nate 
Allen in the end zone. 
Paul Krause and Jeff Wright had the 
final-period interceptions, the one bv 
Wright ending the game. 
Haden threw a 1-yard touchdown 
pass to Harold Jackson with 56 seconds 
left and Rod Phillips recovered an on- 
sides kick with 53 seconds to go. Haden 
got the Rams to the 30 with seven se­ 
conds to go but threw his third intercep 
tion of the day as time ran out. 
The Rams' Rafael Septien missed a 33 
yard field goal attempt in the second 
quarter 
As far as Haden was concerned, 
Allen's interception was the key play of 
the game 
“ I accept all the blame,” Haden said 
“ I didn’t execute and our offense didn’t 
move.’’ 
It was a particularly bitter defeat 
since the Rams, winners of five NFC 
West titles under the former Detroit 
Lions' assistant, have never made it to a 
Super Bowl 
“The field conditions were terrible,’ 
Rams’ Coach Chuck Knox noted. ‘‘But 
we can’t blame the weather. We have no 
excuses Minnesota played on the same 
field we did. They won and they deservt 
all the credit.”

The team Dallas will have to be ready 
for next Sunday is Minnesota, a surprise 
winner over the Los Angeles Rams Mon­ 
day The game will be played at Texas 
Stadium 
Dallas will be trying for its 
fourth trip to the Super Bowl, Minnesota 
its fifth 
Quarterback Roger Staubach was 
sharp and Robert Newhouse and Tony 
Dorsett both ran through huge holes for 
80 and 85 yards respectively 
Dorsett 
scored twice. Efren Herrera made good 
on all three of his field goal attempts and 


the Cowboys had a chance to rest 
Preston Pearson, who had been bothered 
by a pulled muscle. 
Dallas came up with seven turnovers, 
five of them in the Bears’ nightmare 
third quarter Bob Avellini threw four 
interceptions, three of them going to 
strong safety Charlie Waters who 
equaled to a postseason record in that 
department. And Chicago fumbled the 
ball away three times. 
The final fumble was by Walter 
Payton. Chicago’s talented runner who 
gained 1,852 yards during the regular 
season but Monday was limited to 60 
yards in 19 carries 
Payton was so beat up after the game 
he said he could not remember all of it. 
“ 1 hurt,” he said 
‘‘I ’ve got a 
headache." 
The Cowboys drove 79 yards late in the 
first period and scored on a 2-yard run by 
Doug Dennison They drove 74 yards mo­

the blown fuse or reset the tripped circuit 


breaker, following the procedures given 


below Then plug each lamp or appliance 


back in one at a time. A defective one or an 


overload will cause the fuse to blow, or 
circuit breaker to trip, again. 


To Replace a Fuse. First turn the main 


switch to “ OFF.” Make sure that your 


hands are dry and that you are standing 
on a dry surface. Look for the “ blown” 


fuse; the ‘ window’’ may be blackened, or

there may be a visible gap In the fuse 
element. Replace the blown fuse with one 


of the proper amperage rating, usually one 
of not more than 30 amps. Never use a 


penny or other metal object to "bridge” 


the blown fuse, as this could cause a house 
fire. Turn the main switch to “ ON.” If only 


part of the lights in the house come on, 
this may indicate that a circuit breaker has 


tripped, or a fuse in a branch fuse box has 
also blown. Check these fuses in the same 
way you did at the main switch Branch 


box fuses have a maximum rating of 15 


or 20 amps. 


Cartridge Fuses. Be sure the mam switch 
is “OFF” while you are changing cartridge 


fuses. You won’t be able to visually tell 
exactly which cartridge fuse is blown. In 


this case, test by safely replacing each 


position (for some circuit breakers, a mod­ 
erate pressure in the “ OFF” direction is 


necessary to cause them to reset) Then, 


move the handle to the “ ON” position.

HONG KONG (U P I) - Cam­ 
bodia today admitted border 
problems with Vietnam at the 
site of a former U.S. Marine 
Corps base in the region known 
as the “ Parrot’s Beak” during 
the Indochinese war.

Marines set up a temporary 
base at Neak Luong. a sand spit 
on the Mekong River The base 
was subsequently turned over 
to the anti-communist South 
Vietnamese 
Vietnamese refugees said 
border towns southwest of 
Saigon have been evacuated 
because of shellings from 
across the Cambodian frontier 
Referring to the border dif­ 
ficulties and obviously the Viet­ 
namese, Radio Phnom Penh 
said “ enemies of all stripes still 
nurture strategic designs to

Alcoholics not easily tempted 
back to liquor use, finds study 


NEW YO R K (U PI I - When a 
Rand Corp 
report last year 
suggested some recovered al­ 
coholics could safely resume 
moderate drinking, critics 
charged it could give a fatal 
green light to heavy users But 
a new study indicates alcoholics 
aren't so easily tempted back to 
the days of wine and roses 
Interviews with 244 alcoholics 
in treatment in the Boston area 
showed four had gone back to 
heavy drinking and only one 
relapse was attributed directly 
to the Rand report 
But the 
researchers cautioned against 
generalizing from their results 
The survey, funded by the 
National Institute on Alcohol

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
government is preparing to tell 
millions of handicapped people 
“ Your disability doesn’t count” 
when it comes to schooling, 
jobs and health care. 
The message will be dis­ 
tributed in English. Spanish and 
Braille pamphlets explaining 
that new laws and regulations 
offer to the handicapped civil 
rights guarantees similar to 
those previously extended to 
minorities and women. 
Intended recipients among an 
estimated 28 million physically 
and 
m entally 
handicapped 
adults and 8 million hand­ 
icapped children are deaf and 
blind persons, victims of cancer 
and heart disease, the mentally 
ill and 
retarded, alcoholics, 
drug addicts and people with a 
host of other disabilities. 
“ If you are otherwise quali­ 
fied — for a job. college, 
welfare or other activity or ser­ 
vice — your disability doesn’t 
count.” says a pamphlet called 
“ Your Rights As A Disabled 
Person" being prepared by the 
Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare. 
“ Federal law is on your 
side.’’ it says. “ Your rights are 
protected 
if your employer, 
school, college, hospital or 
other service provider receives 
federal assistance That means 
federal money, services or 
property." 
It also tells parents of 
physically or mentally disabled 
children they “ have the right to 
demand that your federally as­ 
sisted 
local 
public school 
system provide a free education 
appropriate to your child’s 
needs ” 
HEW early next year will dis­ 
tribute 1 million copies of the 
pamphlet.
